Nos. 000113-29, 040129-8, 20111215-089, and 20200521-014); and

WHEREAS, in accordance with Texas Local Government Code Section
373.006(4) and Part 91, Title 24 of the Code of Federal Regulations, the City
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Council conducted public hearings, on April 22, 2021 and June 10, 2021, to obtain

public comment on the proposed Action Plan; and

WHEREAS, in accordance with Texas Local Government Code Section
373.006(4) and Part 91, Title 24 of the Code of Federal Regulations, the Community
Development Commission conducted a public hearing on June 8, 2021, to obtain
public comment on the proposed Action Plan and made its final recommendation on

the proposed Action Plan on July 13, 2021; and

WHEREAS, the City made the proposed Action Plan available for a 30-day
public comment period beginning on May 6, 2021; NOW, THEREFORE,
